Heavy Loss Reported by Many 
Poultry Men, Especially 
among Leghorns. 


Perlutps due to the w eather, or p e r­ 
haps because it

show that m any late May, .lune* and 
July hatched chicks are* alm ost a to ta l 
failure in this S tate.
